Those who Support investment in South Africa have 
long argued that American companies benefit black 
workers by provliding them with eeded jobs and 
instituting Such reforms as integrated work 
environments and cafeterias. 

These minor reforms are insignificant when

Jn the July 15 issue of the SF Ex- 
aminer，DeMerritt admits that he 
Goes not meet any of the basic 
qualifications for the position of ac- 
tuary: a baccalaureate degree in 
mathematics，statistics OF accountr- 
ing; three years of experience in a 
governmental actuarial position;

IJt is unclear whether the Retire- 
ment System Board ever established 
an open, fair application procedure 
to' fill the position of actuary with 
the Board. The willingness of the 
Retirement System Board to allow 
DeMerritt to be trained-on-the-job 
as the actuary at an annual salary of 
$50,790 makes 3a mockery of the 
generally-accepted “merit” princi-

that they can afford. 

We do not believe loosening the 
City'S Rent Stabilization and 
Arbitration Ordinance will serve 
that end. 

We strongly agree with Mr 
Wong's belief that low-interest 
loans Should be granted to 
property Owners to improve their 
housing， In_ fact，the_ Chinese 
Community Housing Corporation 
has been marketing Such 1loans 
since 1979.

In Boston Police Hearing

BOSTON - The prosecution 
rested its case- last week in the 
police_ department"s milsconduct 
hearing against Detective 
Francls G， 有 elly，accused of 
USling eXCcesSive force in arresting 
Long Guang Huang on May 1 
(E/W 7/3; 7/10,7717). 

Al -witnesses called by the 
prosecution verlified that they 
Saw Kelly hold Huang against 
the_ wall and strike him two or 
three times.。、 Of all the witnesses 
called by- both Slides，only_ one 
has said that he Saw 和 elly 
Show his police badge during the 
arrest. 

The _ hearing was temporarily 
halted July 17 when 天 elly's 
lawyer， IThomas Troy， com- 
plained of chest palns and then 
was _ taken away in an ambu- 
lance， He _ was 1later reported to 
be in "very good" condition at 
the hospital. 

Due to Froy's healtth problems， 
the hearinGs vfficer announced 
on July 18 that the 2roceedings 
would be Suspended until August 
5.，、If Troy is unable to defend 
his client then，another attorney 
will replace him.

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Senator Simpson Pushes 


Immigration 


WASHINGTON, DC -Thesen- 
ate's Judiciary Committee met last 
Thursday and began amending 
Senator Alan K. Simpson's 1985 
Immigration Reform & Control 
Act，known generally as the Simp- 
Son bill. The Subcommittee on Im- 
migration chaired by Senator Simp- 
Son had conducted three days of 
public hearing last month on this 
bill，and he wanted to move for- 
ward rather quickly now before the 
recess, according to Henry Mui，ex- 
ecutive director of the Organization 
of Chinese Americans (OCA): 


DISCUSSION 

Senator Simpson offered a num- 
ber of amendments to his original 
bill，S.1200 and was accepted by a 
voice vote after a brief discussion 
period. Senator Edward Kennedy 
Said that by passing the amend- 
ments，the committee can then 
discuss it and other alternative bills 
or amendments， 

Simpson would reduce the Presi- 
dential Commilssion?s Slze from 16 
to only 9 appointed members, four 
to be nominated by the Speaker of 
the House and four by the Senate， 
and the chairman to be appointed 
by the President，Each of them 
Would be expected to support the 
concept of a legalization Program. 

At least five of them should be 
Sitting Or retired federal judges， 
former members of Congress OF US 
Attorney GOenerals, of former mem- 
bers of the Select Commilission on 
Immigration 儿 Refugee Policy. At 
least two of the four remaining 
members Should be members of mi- 
nority Or ethnic groups,， voluntary 
agencies，civil rights Or religious 
organlzations. 

In addition， Simpson would 
change the technical language and 
rede 和 incae controasand 
“eliminate Substantially”of illegal 
immigration flow to“curtail jllegal 
entry of aliens into, and illegal stay 
of aliens in, the United States.”He 
believed the Federal government 
noOw has _ effective enforcement 
measures and reSsoOurces to curtall il- 
legal entry of aliens and their illegal 
stay in the United States, and that it 


will continue to do So with the Pro- 
posed “trigged _ approach”” or de- 
layed legalization Program. 


AMENDMENTS 

Both Senator Edward Kennedy 
and Paul Simon have prepared a 
number of amendments to $.1200， 
but they were not introduced or 
discussed due to time. Their pro- 
posed changes would address em- 
ployer sanction， moving cut-off 
date for legalization to January 1， 
1981，deleting the H-2 provisions 
and retaining the existing H-2 pro- 


gram，and to establish a new anti- 
discrimination unit in the Justice 
Department to handle claims not 
covered by the 1964 Civil Rights 
Act， 、 

The Judiciary Committee will 
continue to meet next Tuesday at 10 
am to_ discuss these and other 
amendments，Pprior to _ markup of 
the bill and sending it down to the 
Senate floor for votes， Congress 
will recess for the Summer on Aug- 
ust 2 and it is uncertain whether 
Simpson's bill will be ready for 
floor actionon the Senate by then，

WASHINGTON - A new 
immilgration bill is to be 
proposed this week by Rep.

This New Jersey Democrat Salid 
that the bill he was drafting 
would not link the amnesty for 
illegal aliens to the findings of a 
commission.

This new Senate bill also 
contains provisions Of imposing 
monetary penalties 0n 
employers who hired illegal 
aliens，and would grant legal 
Status to aliens who arrived in 
the country before Jan. 1，1980.

In a new policy instituted 1last 
September, the INS prohibits the 
children from being released to 
anyone but their legal parents or

But such is the goal of the 
Asian Immigrant Women'"Ss Pro- 
ject (AIWP)，a relatively new 
effort of the Korean Community 
Center.

Founded in November 1983, the 
AIWP is attempting to organize 
not only Asian immigrant Secam- 
StReSsseSsbhtalso Asian 
immigrant women employed in 
the  _ hotel and restaurant 
industries. 

The group is now funded by a 
grant from the Women'"Ss Founda- 
tion，a SF-based community 
foundation funding women's and 
girls” projects and 1SsSuesS. 

Chincse，Korean,， and -Viet- 
namese Immligrant women，often 
sharing Simillar difficulties -- not 
Speaking English，not bein8g 
familiar with existing Social 
Services，and not possessing 
marketable sklills -- make Up the 
AIWP'Ss primary target popu- 
lations.

It is estimated that nationally， 
only 25 percent of the garment 
industry is organized. A highly 
competitive market (typical 
garment worker wages abroad 
range from 20 cents an hour in 
Sri Lanka，India, or China to $1 
an hour in Hong Kong) coupled 
with an ongoing influx of 
unskillied and often undocu- 
mented immigrants to the US， 
contributes to creating an 
industry with few controls to 
protect workers. 


For the Asian immigrant 
garment workers whom the 
AIWP is attempting to reach， 


this means long hours that are 
often compensated on a scale 
which falls far below the 
minimurm wage of $3.3$ an hour. 
Compounding the problem is 
the fact that workers are 
commonly paid by the “piece," 
forcing them to become their 
Own worst taskmasters. 

Despite the obstacles to 
Organizing Seamstresses within 
the garment industry，the AIWP 
is trudging steadily ahead.，With 
SIX Outreach workers，part Of the 
project'sS” ”work includes in- 
forming workers Of their rights， 
facllitating their entry into the 
union if they SO choose，Ppro- 
viding En8glish as aa Second 
Language (ESL) and citizenship 
classes，and g&giving workshops to 
explain the various Social 
services which may be available 
to the women and their famillies.

A preliminary thrust of the 
AlIWP, then，is to increase ASsian 
immigrant women's participation 
in union activism So that they 
may better exbress and defend 
their rights.。 Toward that end， 


the “AIWP has conducted 
workshops featuring union 
representatives and has 


translated five booklets into 
Korean，including the Local 2 
union booklet and contract， 
information on wages, hours and 
regulations for the occupations， 
and workers” compensation and 
unemployment  _ insurance in- 
formation.

WASHINGTON， DC - 
President Reagan greeted 
President Li Xiannian of China 
yesterday in the White House 
and praised the development of 
US-China relatioms Over the past 
thirteen years， In his welcoming 
Speech，Reagan noted China's 
open policy and her_ economic 
advances in recent years. While 
Reagan and three， other US 
presidents have visited China 
Simce im LT2 EL SGTiEURSE 
head-of-state from China to set 
foot in America， 

President Li，80，concluded a 
10-day tour to Canada and 
entered US Soil at Niagara Falls 
July 21 for the. start of an 
11-day visit，He is scheduled to 
visit New York City，Chicago， 
Los Angeles and Honolulu.， His 
delegation，which numbered 50， 
includes his wife Lin Jiamei， 
vice premier Li Peng，state 
councilor and former minister 
of foreign affairs Ji Pengfei， 
and Wang Zhaokuo，a top party 
administrator. Li Peng，$6，who 
isS primarily responsible for 
energy. development，science and 
technology， and _ education 
policy，is often mentioned as 3 
possible future premier of 
China. After the visit to 
Washington， Li Peng will 
Separate from the official 
delegation to _ visit the Hoover 
Dam and the Silicon Valley in 
California. 

Li，a veteran of the Long 
March，became 3a top general 
during China's civil -war. 
Observers considered :Li :a 
moderate pragmatist who was 
appointed finance minister in 
1954，Sserving under the late 


premier Zhou Enlai. Li 
managed to stay on in this post 
during the chaotic Cultural 
Revolution， despite accusations

SAN FRANCISCO - Disabled 
Chanese areTnrarelye sec 
on the streets， but there 


are 300 to 400 identified Chinese 
families in SF with disabled 
children，eho are Sorely in need 
of help，according to Nancy Lim 
Yee，program consultant of the 


.Chinatown Child Development 


Center. 

The center has just completed 
its Support of a statewide parent 
training program for Chinese- 
speaking families with disabied 
children called Multicultural 
Training-of-Trainers，Project 
(MTOT). 

The project has served more 
than 70 Chinese and Vietnamese 
families in SF since 1last 
September. It held its grad- 
uation ceremony on July 21. 

FEollowing the influx of 
new immigrants，the number of 
disabled chlildren ia the SF 
Chinese community has 
increased .considerably，said Yee. 
However， because of some 
Selected _ cultural and 1linguistic 
factors，most of their problems 
have been kept in the dark. 

The parents” training project 
helped break their isolation and 
reticence through providing free 
informational workshops， 
Supportive counseling， and 
grOup discussions，and actually 
plugged the disabled children 
into Special education programs 
and service agencies. 

"A 1lot more Still remain 
unidentified，or unwilling to get 
help from public services，or not 
knowing where to turn to for 
melpR Sne sad 

PARENTS 

While there are government- 
Sponsored Special education and 
service programs across the 
country，designed to help people 
with "developmental disabilities" 
(DD) -- handicapping conditions 
including mental retardation， 
cerebral palsy，epilepsy and 
autism -- there are very few 
such programs to help their 
parents， Salid Yee. 

California had none until two 
years ago, and the MTOT project 
will be adjourned in SFE，despite 
the needs of the limited or 
non-English speaking ethnic 
minority families，She said. 

FEurthermore，there is very 
itEtkeREtnEOrmStRGCR about 
disabilities written in Chinese， 
she added.

Even her 
elght-year-old older Sister -was 
affected，feeling Unhappy about 
the fact that the attention of 
both I and my husband were 
drawn towards the younger one," 
Said Mrs， Chan，one of the 70 
new graduates. 


"Now I am confident that [ 
can handie her special problemas 
and problems of other members 
in the familiy much better,"”she 


Said.， 
It was because of these 
parents” needs for continued 


Support that the Association of 
Bay Area Chinese Parents of the 
Disabled was formed 1last year， 
with a membership of about as 
many as the project graduates. 


STAGES 

Yee told E/W that according to 
Systematic Studies，it was almost 
uniyversal that parents of people 
with DD go through stages 
of emotional reaction which 
include shock，denial，shame， 
guilt，anger，Ssadness，anxiety， 
equilibrium and acceptance. 
However， Chinese immigrant 
families with disabled children 
would，generally stay in the 
beginning stages of denial， 
shame，8guilt and anger much 
longer than their average White 
counterparts. 

"Very few ever make it to the 
acceptance Stage,” She added. 
"Even after the disabled 
children become adults，some 
parents Still cannot accept their 
disabilities。 They continue to 
view their disabled children as 
kids， overprotecting _ them， 
having 1low， expectations of 
them...and keep their visibility 
in the community at a 
minimum." 

Due to some misconceptions 
and Superstitions，many Chinese 
pa&rents attribute the cause of 
their children's disabilities to 
their Own faults or that of their 
ancestors, thus intensifying their 


feelings of shame， which 
often lead to long-standing 
depression and isolation， 
Sald Yee. 


Examples cited by Yee and 
case managers at the Golden 
Gate Regional Center， a 
governmental agency for special 
needs children， include: 和 A 
Chinese father reported that his 
heavy gambling caused his son 
t0 be born with epilepsy. 人 A 
young Chinese mother of an 
cemotionally disturbed boy 
believed that her Son"s problems 
有 攻 直 和 result of h er 
great-8randfather's alcoholic 
problem. A_ mother of a Severely 
retarded girl believed that .her 
daughter was possessed by a 
ghost. 


Another common expblanation 
for the existence of a_ disabled 
child originated from the 
Chinese medical concept of yin 
and Yang，Said Yee， Chinese 
often immerse 


themselves in guilt for a long 
time，blaming themselves for 
eating Or not eating Something 
during pregnancy. 

A mother attributed her child'"s 
hypotonia，a type of DD,， to her 
failure to drink adequate 
amounts of cow bone 
during pregnancy. Eating 1amb 
Or veal during_ pregnancy wasS 
not allowed for fear of causing 
epllepsy in the unborn child, Yee 
was told. 


TREATMENT 

According to Yee，in terms of 
treatment， the Chinese 
population faces more Serious 
and distinctive problems than 
whites. 

She Said that Since the Chinese 
traditional concept of an 
individual's ultimate goal in life 
is to 8give the family a good 
name，not only would the 
feelings of guilt and shame be 
intensified，but the resistance to 
seek professional help would 
also be reinforced. 

"Seeking professional help is 
viewed as an openm admission to 
having problems，and will bring 
shame and disgrace upon the 
family name， Thus，a disabled 
child may 80 without competent 
professional treatment for a long 
time,”she Said， 

She cited，Sseveral -cases in 
which the parents went .as far as 
to place the child out of home; 
or preferred traveling hours on 
the bus to programs outside of 
Chinatown just to avoid meeting 
relatives and friends. 

A _ Strong Sense of Saving-face 
also creates obstacles in 
receiving diagnosis. A case 
manager at the Golden Gate 
Regional Center mentioned a 
case in which the Parents 
became upset when questions 
about problems that other 
family members and ancestors 
might have had were asked. This 
parent refused the centers 
Services until several years later. 

Along the Same 1line，many 
Chinese parents have refused to 
get 8genetic counseling for fear 
of something being discovered 
in their family backgrounds 
which could have resulted in 
their child's disability, said Yee. 


SUPPORT GROUP 

Through the MITOT project 
which started in September 1984， 
and the activities of the 
Association of Bay Area Chinese 
Parents of the Disabled，the 
above Situation has improved 
8radually，according to Frances 
Lee，training coordinator of the 
center，and Eve Cheung，special 
education teacher of SF Unified 
School District. 

Lee and Cheung cited many 
examples to Show that a parent 


Support group may be_ much:- 


more effective than individual 
counselin8g. FEirst， parents 
uUSsually discover that they are 
not alone in their problems and 
feelings. 

Once they shared their 
experience with other .parents， 
they began to feel comfortable 
when admitting their problems 
and acceptin8g help from public 
agencies, Said Cheung， 

Usually; it is hard to identify

rhe needs of a disabled child 
without the help of pro- 
fessionals and the exchange 
Of experiences Of other parents， 
she Said. Most parents also lack 
the Skills needed to meet the 
needs Of a child who does not 
talk Or respond to his_sur- 
roundings at all. 

Depression of the parents with 
a _ disabled child often results in 
family discord between husband 
and wife，parents and other 
kids，or the family and in-laws， 
Said Lee. 

Lee -told a _ story of a_ young 
couple from Hong Kong whose 
daughter became "nearl nor- 
ma aftecssheiattended- the 
Special education program and 
the couple themselves_ attended

Not Unlike the brainstorming 
Sessions of 1large _ corporations， 
the Center invites broad think- 
ers -0f the region and "locks 
them in 3a room"” to See what 
they come up with as _ critical 
lsSSues oOf the future，and from 
that，what areas are important 
to _ look at now. In that sense， 
the East West Center is Sort of a 
"forward looking radar." 

One problem identified by Such 
3 method is the future shortage 
of water，particularly in_ China. 
What started out as a Seminar on 
Tropical Forest Research led to 
the belief that China's present 
agricultural production，8growing 
at twice the rate it did during 
the 1950's through 1970'S，would 
plateau out，not because of 
economic or population reasons， 
but because of 3a shortage of 
water. 

The magnitude of a future 
water conservation project .in 
China would make，in Li"s 
words "the Colorado River Basin 
or the TVA look 1like a kid's 
Sand bank.” But Such a_ massive 
project will take decades to 
build and tremendous amounts 
of capital The environmental， 
economic， and social cona- 
sequencecs arce the types of 
Scenarios the Center trigs to 
work through. 


METHODS 


Methods developed by the 
Center' shighliy- respected 
Population Institute are concrete 
examples of its Success at 
applying cooperative _ research 
techniques to real life .problems. 
Through its population studies， 
the Center developed a method 
for interpreting raw imperfect 
census data (almost all census 
data in the region is Suspect) to 
give an accurate profile of the 
real population.

The Center also has facilities 
for telecommunication pro- 
duction and is starting to 
produce Some of its Own pro- 
grams. 

Through its artist-in-reSidence 
programs，the Center brings 
together artists from many 
countries and diverse mediums. 
But by far the biggest obstacle 
to communication and cultural 
Understanading is the language 
barrier. 

"Americans expect everyone to 
Speak English,” but Li points 
out that though many beople do 
Specak English,， "we have a false 
Sense Of Security.”

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WoOES MOUNT FOR CUSTOMERS 
AT GOLDEN PACIFIC BANK

SAN FRANCISCO - The trou- 
bled Golden Pacific National 
Bank,- NY"Ss 1largest Chinese- 
Owned bank until it was taken 


over in June，faced new prob- 


lems last week when federal 
Investigators discovered new 
irregularities that may adversely 
affect out-of-state depositors 
(E/W 71/197). 

Edward Lau，a SF attorney 
hired by depositors of the five 
out-of -state branches，told E/W 
that the new revelations may 
cause the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation (EDIC) to 
[eeTSceitsacearlierdecisionato 
qulickly restore all funds 
Invested in blue certificates of 
deposit (CD'S)，The bank，whose 
malin branch has been sold to the 
Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank- 
ing Corporation， has five 
Out-of-state branches，including 
one in San Mateo and one in the 
Los Angeles area， 


The Los Angeles branch has 


now Treopbened for normal busi- 
ness，The San Mateo branch 
reopened last Wednesday，、and by 
Saturday about 60 percent of the 
customers had come forward to 
claim their money.。 This week， 
the San Mateo branch is closed， 
but customers are allowed to 
make their claims by mail to the 
FEDIC office in SFE，， Inquiries 
should be sent to: Claims agent， 
EDIC，25 Ecker St.，Suite 1900， 


SF，94105. 

The new problem，said Edward 
Lau，came to light when FDIC 
officials found that "some 
people bringing in blue CD?'s for 
cashing in have been denied 
coverage because their names 
did not Show up on the approved 
list of people who had insured 
CD's in New York," 

While the out-of-state branches 
had been forbidden by law to 
accept deposits，3a1ll of them did 
sS0 without informing the cus- 
tomers of the 1irregularity. 
Earlier，the FDIC had approved 
restoring the funds when Lau 
and his legal team pointed out 
that out-of-state branches had 
actually sent the money to New 
York，and had paid insurance 
premiums to . the EDIC for 
protection Up to $100,000. 

"We'"re just finding out that 
SoOmeone in New York was 
taking ' certain amounts and 
putting them into IBF (Inter- 
national Banking Eund) ac- 
counts,”Said Lau. "These are 
accounts that have no insurance. 
Some people went into the Same 
branches of (the bank，were 
given the same time certificates， 
the monies were transferred to 
New York，and for Some reason. 
some of the certificates Were put 
into the IBF accounts.” 

Some customers Started out 
with insured CD?s，received 
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renewal notices，and later had 
the money tranferred to IBE 
accounts without thexir 
knowledge. 

"Now，when people are going to 
the bank，they'"re waiting in .line 
and seeing that Some are being 
covered and Some are not,”Ssaid 
Lau，He has written a letter to 
the FDIC explaining that "if the 
bank in New York failed to post 
the_ transfers，we Shouldn't be 
blaming the customers.”Much of 
the blame，he feels, lies with the 
Comptroller of the Currency，3 
federal agency empowered to 
audit the bank. 

"It"'s really up to them to make 
Sure that the bank is folowing 
proper procedures,” he Salild. 
"The Los Angeles branch has 
been_ collecting funds for Six 
years，and it's hard to _ believe 
that the auditors from the 


Comptroller of the Currency 
didn't discover that durin8g their 
audits 


The Los Angeles- branch and 
the Houston branch of Golden 
Pacific have been sold to other 
banks. The San Mateo branch 
remains Unsold， its future 
uncertain. Said Lau, "There's no 
one interested in taking Over 3 
Chinese bank in San Mateo at 
this point.”

Asian Health Problems 
Often lgnored in Studies 


SAN _ FRANCISCO - In recent 
years， reSearchers have made 
many discoveries regarding 
special health problems for 
certalin races. 

Asian/Pacific Islanders 
(A/PI'S) have been omitted from 
most US health studies in the 
past. They were not included in 
basic federal Studies on white， 
black， and Hispanic ”health 
problems because Asians Tep- 
reSent Such a Small percentage 
(less than 2%) of the nation's 
populationa. 

One example of a Special 
problem for Asians is a lactose 
aller8y. The lactase enzyme， 
often missing from the Asian 
metabolism，served little purpose 
before Asians came into contact 
with dairy products. Now，in 


.the Western world，the resuiting 


allergy could lead to _ calcium 
deficiency for some AsSians if 
alternate Sources of calcium are 
not Utillized. 

San Erancisco researchers 
Pearl Yamane and Grove Haynes 
are trying to discover if Specific 
health problems for Asians are 
StImP1Y created by the extreme 
diet and environmental trauma 
caused by transliocation to the 
US, or if there is a genetic basis 


for them. 

During their weekly seminars， 
held Sundays at 1734 Taraval in 
SF (1 pm，tel， 564-3911j，they 
present research results and try 
to provide information useful to 
those Suffering from Asian- 
related health problems. 


TIhey have compiled a_ list of 
Vegetable SOurces high 1 
calcium (for those with lactose 
intolerance)，iron (for anemia)， 
and chromium (for diabetes). 
With help from the Asian/ 
Pacific Islander Hypertension 
Task Force，the Asian Nutrition 


Education Task Force，and the 


Asian Health Alliance，they 
have tried to find the trans- 
lations of the vegetable names in 
as many Asian/Pacific Islander 
languages as possible. 

Yamane and Haynes said that 
one Of their biggest concerns is 
the establishment of standards 
by which to assess the health of 
A/PI children.” Even standards 
for height and weight have not 
been established for them. 

They added that，considering 
the large projected increase of 
A/PIs in the US，the local or 
federal  _ government should 
Undertake Such a study.
